MIAMI, Fla.. Sept. 16—(UP)— 


The most violent hurricane chart- 
ed in the Caribbean since a tropi- 
cal storm killed more than 400 
persons in Florida last November 
was sweeping northwestward from 
a point about 300 miles south of 
Bermuda today. 


The storm's path pointed it al- 


most directly at New York city, 
or somewhat to the north, but ex- 
pected it to swing west in the 
normal path of Atlantic hurri- 
canes. 


Its center was nearly 900 miles 


off the mid-Florida coast, how- 
ever, and moving at only eight 
miles an hour, so there was no im- 
mediate danger. 


The Federal hurricane warning 


system urged ships over a wide 
area to take extreme precautions 
against "this severe storm." 
The 


last bulletin issued on the storm's 
progress said it was the "most 
intense" of the year, "of great 
extent and hurricane intensity, at- 
tended by gales and squalls over 
a large area."

MOSCOW, Sept. 16 — <UP) — 


Spurred on by what the Soviet 
press describes as the imminent 
threat of war in the 
west, 
the 


Soviet Union is thrusting with ut- 
most speed two military highways 
directly toward the borders of Po- 
land. 


Thousands of convict laborers, 


working in 24-hour shifts, under 
floodlights at night, can be seen : 
near Moscow perfecting the east- 
ern end of what will be a four- 
lane. 75-mile-an-hour highway to 
Minsk and Kiev. The first cars 
will speed along the 
Moscow- 


Minsk road Nov. 7, day of the 
celebration of the Proletarian rev- 
olution, according to the construc- 
tion schedule. The road is to be 
completed in every detail by the 
end of next year but can be opened 
to traffic earlier. 


Work Speeded 


The military nature of the high- 


ways is not avowed, but becomes 
obvious in view of the fact that 
work on it is being speeded out of 
all proportion to other equally im- 
portant roads, for instance, that 
between Moscow and Leningrad. 


While peasants slowly 
break 


rocks for the roadbed of the even- 
tual highway between Moscow and 
Leningrad, tractors, steam shov- 
els, scrapers and thousands of men 
work at high tempo on the Minsk 
and Kiev routes. 


A temporary railroad has been 


laid parallel to a section of the 
new highway near Moscow, where 
a locomotive and flat cars speed 
material to the job. The section 
of the highway close to Moscow, 
near the junction of the branches 
which will extend to Minsk and 
Kiev, ignores hills and curves and 
plunges in a straight line across 
the country. 


Both Minsk and Kiev are of 


great mlltary importance. 
The 


former, capital of white Russia 
is the largest city along the Po- 
lish-Russian frontier and probably 
would be the base of military op- 
erations if Russia fought on its 
western border. Kiev is the capital 
of the Ukrainian republic.

les Lindbergh's flight to Paris is to be cele- 
brated in spectacular fashion. The date 
will be May 21, 1937, and the principal 
event of the festival will be an internation-

Lindbergh followed in 1927. The young 
flier raced alone across the Atlantic for a 
prize of $25,000. The French Government 
now offers a prize of 1,000,000 francs, or 
about $65,000, in a race which will prob- 
ably attract contestants from all over the 
world. 


It appears remarkable that aviation has 


waited nearly ten years for reliable, trans- 
Atlantic air service since Lindbergh blazed 
the trail to Paris. It is claimed, however,

THE PHYSICAL examination 


.vhlch most colleges require before 
entrance comes at a very impor- 
•ant time in the development of 


the body. The

If 
any latent con- 
dition has been 


. present during 
the earlier pe- 
riod of life, it 
may then as- 
sume 
propor- 


tions where it must be controlled. 


One important example of this is 


posture. At about the age of be- 
ginning college the skeleton has 
completed its development. The 
bones are first laid down in carti- 
lage. In childhood the middle part 
of the long bones of the leg and 
arm have become ossified, but there 
\s a cartilagian remnant at each 
end called the epiphysis. The ex- 
treme ends of each epiphysis also 
ossify, leaving a cartilaginous disk 
between the epiphysia and the mid 
portion. This disk is very impor- 
tant because it is only here that 
the bone can grow. 


This fact was established years 


ago by Stephen Hales, an English 
clergyman, the same, man who 
studied the laws of blood pressure. 
He drove little stiver pegs in the 
bones of young rabbits at meas- 
ured distances, and the bones ex- 
amined at one month, two months 
and three months. The distances 
between the pegs remained the 
same except when the pegs were 
separated by disks of cartilage. 


For this reason surgeons have 


learned to regard injuries to this 
part of the bone in people under 
20 with great anxiety. At about 


the age of 17 growth in the long 
bones is so rapid that bony tissue 
bridges across this cartilage and 
destroys it. 
At the age of 20 


growth in the long bones stops and 
they settle into permanent ossifi- 
cation. 


Posture Becomes Permanent 
At this age, too, all the muscles 


and tendons of the body get set, 
and habits of posture at this age 
are apt to be permanent. Bad hab-^ 
its can be broken up. In one col- 
lege with %vhich I am familiar the 
freshman class exercises in a room 
lined with mirrors. This is an ef- 
fective way to correct errors of 
posture. 


Another thing that the physical 


examination can do at this age i» 
reveal early latent tendencies to 
tuberculosis. Tuberculosis i* a dis- 
ease which has one aspect In child- 
hood and an entirely different one 
in adult life. At about the age ot 
18 to 20 the change takes place. 
It may progress for some time en- 
tirely without symptoms, unless 
detected by some such procedure 
as a routine physical examination. 


Great stress is laid upon the 


heart examination, but here I do 
not feel so enthusiastic. Small de- 
fects or casual heart murmurs do 
not mean much in youth, and are 
liable to be exaggerated by tact- 
less examiners or friends so that 
athletics are 
prohibited anci a 


healthy young life restricted to in- 
validisrn. 
Athletics do not hurt 


young hearts; in fact, are good for 
them. 


But for many reasons a physi- 


cal examination would be a good 
thing for any young person of 20, 
even if not entering college.

tion of her fleet to the Mediter- 
ranean and nearly precipitated war 
with Italy. 


More recently when Germany 


moved her legions into the Rhine-

Spanish War Next 


In the early days of the Spanish 


civil war when the opposing poli- 
tical philosophies of Fascism and 
Communism first came to 
open 


grips in Europe's unsettled po'iti- 
cal arena a general war involving 
Italy, Germany and France 
ap- 


peared imminent. The threat pass- 
ed. 


Through alf these successive cri- 


sis 
administration 
leaders 
here 


have been aroused to concern for 
World Peace, but through them all 
they have felt confident that a real 
outbreak would be averted by wise 
statemanship and poker playing 
sense not to push the bluff too far. 


Leaders here — and they include 


out military and naval officers as
